hi lS(i9 the Knifrhls of Laht»r 
wen* ori^^ani?*etl In Bhiladelphia, 
Tills orj^jiniziitioii rose ijuiidcly 
mu\ as i|uiekly ilindiiied. Poor 
hinder ship and a series of erip- 
plinir Htriki*s eaused it lo lose 
iimny meiidiers. The fauimis Hay- 
market Riot striiek the hnal blow 
lo this early national labor or* 
(THiiizat iotL 

In IHHI, a ^mmp of union h-atl- 
ers devoted lo the natiniial union 
(irineiple met in Terre Haute. In- 
diana a in! made pin ns for a trade 
union eonferetU'e to bt* held in 
Ihflshurirh in Xoveinher IKKl. 
This eonft*renee e rented the Fi*d- 
eraiion of Trades and 1-ahor rn- 
ions of tin* rnited States and 
ratuida. whieh name was ehanjred 
in iHHfi to Amerieaii Federation 
of halior. 

Early Confusion 

Until the A. F. of L- was horn, 
the various workers' ort^aniza- 
tioiiH had been eonfnsed in llieir 
aims and their philosopljy and 
the means whieli tliey slioidd Inke 
to improve their lot. The A. f'. 
of Ij. hinl a stroim^ ami abh‘ leader 
in Snnmel Uoinpers. It beeatne the 
(Imt labor organ ixatioii stnnm^ 
einmgh to withstand the atiaeks 
of anti-labor governiiient and 
opeinshot> employers. It survived 
severe depresHioiis as uo other 
labor rirgaiiization had ever been 
able to do- 

We wish we had lime in this 
brief arttele to bring you luori* 
of the stirring early history of 
Hie A. F. of L. but spare will not 
l>erinit. 

(hie by one eraft miioiis ile* 
veloped and affiliated witli the 
AFL, Little by little gains were 
miule Hirough eolleetive bargain- 
ing, and of eonrse legislation 
{lassed iluring the Roosevelt Ad- 
miiiisi rathm eon! ributed widely 
lo the grow til of unionism and to 
the gains mutle by union mem-

On Septcmbifr 11^ Ihc* AFL-CIO 
held *1 conference on shorter hours 
of work. A hiifhlij^ht of con- 

feitnice was the luncheon speech by 
President Geori^e IVIeiiny. He stated 
that the “history of the profrress 
toward a sh coder work w<*ek and 
day is thi? history of the* labor m«%*e- 
meat*” and the job of continuin^t 
the trend is “up to the trade union 
irvovenieiit." The Reialt he declared, 
will he accomplished “at the collec- 
tive hargaining: tiihlc.” Le^cisiotion, 
he added, “is secoiidury in this ftcUL 
We have ^ot to think in lonna of 
collective barKa in iuK ns the most 
rmporlant weapon/* 

Mr, Meaity made H cleai' that de- 
mands for shorter hours will bi* ac- 
companied by requests for increases 
in hourly wage rates to make* sure 
labor sufTcrs no pay cheek docrease. 
The purchasing power in the hands 
of labor he said, “is the heait of the 
American economy/* 

He also declared that If technologi- 
cal changes and the advent of auto- 
niaiion displace lalnn* in sizable 
amounts, then the unions must seek 
shorter hours for their w'orkers and 
make sure the put chasing power of 
the employe is mnintaiiied* The 
American wot'ker is the beat cus- 
tomer of American business, and no 
one has yet “devised a push-button 
ikperatlon that w'ill produce cust<im- 
ei‘s/' he added. 

The IBKW has been aware uf the 
need for a shorter work week in 
many s€*ctors of the electrical in- 
dustry and concurs with what Presi- 
ilent Meuny stated at the ecmfcrence. 
At the 11154 Convention a resolution 
submitted by Local Union No, 595 
of Oakland, Califrirnta, called for a 
consideration of the shorter wurk 
week. It stated as follows: “Tlicre- 
fore be It resolv4*d, that we, the 
memb^yrs of the IBEW , . . dfi set 
us one of our major objectives the 
shortening of the work day, without 
any decrease in pay for all its mem- 
bers and , , , that our International 
Officers and Hvpix*soniatives encour- 
age alt local unions in negotiations 
to reduce their houi*s but maintain 
the same lake home pay.'* This reso- 
lution was adopted. 


COST UF IJ\ ING lUSES 

The purchasiitg power of the United 
States consumers hit an all-time peak 
in June, a period when the v^aluc 
of goods and sorvicos prcHluced w^ts 
ubo the highest cm record. 

The U,S, Department of Commerce 
analyzed the continuing uptrend in 
the gross nalionni product in its 
August issue of “Rujwey of CurreTit 
Business/* 

The analysis attrihutc^d at least half 
of this year’s Increa.si* to rising prices, 
however, rather I hail to a hike in the 
**real volume of production/* 

The rising prices have* pushed the 
cost of living to n new iill-timc* high. 
It costs more today than ever before 
to feed and clothe and house a family. 
The cost has Just abmit doubted since 
1939, This means that your ilollar 
today will buy only half as much as 
it did in 1939, This statement is 
based on the official eonsumet-priee 
index of the Uurenu of lailsir Sta- 
tistics. 

Stone living ciists have been rising 
even during the three-year period 
during which the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration claims it was bidding the 
line on intlation. Rents, other bous- 
ing expenses, medical care and per- 
sonal gii»oming hi*cnme rmrne expen- 
sive. Food was getting cheaper, off- 
setting the increases in other costs. 
Xow inflation has caught up with the 
grocery bills, too* Food prices have 
been going up sharply for over three 
months. So the index has turned 
markedly upward for the first time 
since 1953. 

Medical care shows the largest in- 
crease of any cost-of-Hving coin-

ponent since 1950. The American 
Hospital Association released some 
figures this month on the utillzatimi 
and cost of hospital care in the 
United In 1954, 2fi;i45,431 

people were patients. In 1955, there 
were 2I.,dT2,521 patients ho.spitalized, 
an increase of 3^*2 percent. 

The cost per patient day was $22.T8 
in 1954, $24.15 in 1955, an inereaee 
of $1.37 or fi percent. The average 
hospital bill was $171.90 in 1954, 
$lHt.l3 in 1955, an increase of $10.13 
or 5,92 pen:enl. 

The association also published re- 
sults of a Ten- Year Comparison of 
Costs. In 1940 the cost per day was 
1955 $24.15, an increase of 
14! percent. The total bill was only 
$88.35 in 1945; $181.13 In 1955, an 
increase of 195 percent. These fig- 
ures do not include the doctor bills. 

STEEL AND THE COST OF LIVING 

Whnl is behind this ever rising 
cosUof-iivitig sptmi ? This is a ques- 
Liun many of us would like to see 
aiisw^ered. Perhaps the steel indus- 
try harbors some of the answei^. 

In the .August issue of the JorttNAL 
we noted that the steel industry added 
over $8.99 u ton to the basic price of 
steel. This rise wns suppo.sedly neces- 
siiry to cover wage gains made by 
the Steel Workers. We then com- 
mented on the fact that this rise in 
price was not a rtnilistic one hut 
was a compounded estimate which 
id lowed the steel industry to reap 
a windfall of profits at the public's 
expense. 

Our comments mi this matter were 
further strengthened by an analysis 
pn?pared by a Wall Street firm 
concei'ning earnings of the leading 
steel companies. Written in advance 
of the strike selUemenl, the analysis 
pointed out how the industry's price 
increases in recent yeai’s have nor- 
mally been considerably higher than 
that necessary to absorb the cost 
of any increase In wages. One de- 
fenm* of the industry's policy has 
been that its material costs generally 
rise by the same amount ns the wage 
incrense. As this analysis pointed out; 
**.A statistical comparison of employ- 
ment costs and expenses for products 
and ser^'ices shows, however, that it 
takes considerable time before raw' 
maierial costs catch up with the rise 
in wages,**

It 
could not if it would. It is making no en- 
dorsement. But we, as the organization 
most keenly concerned about the welfare of 
our members, the welfare of all working 
people and the w'elfare of this nation, are 
making one plea. And we your officers 
would consider that we had failed in our 
obligation to you if we did not make this 
plea urging wdth all our strength that our 
members become concerned with political 
issues. We will not tell you for whom, to 
vote, but we do tell you to vote. And further 
w'e ask you to vote for the people who have 
served you and this nation well and against 
those who have failed their trust in voting 
against the intei’ests of the majority of the 
people, which interests and not private in- 
terests, by their oath of office, they pledged 
to serve. 

The story is all here, in the voting rec- 
ords. Our course is clear: (1) We must 

be registered to vote; (2) we must vote; 
and (3) we must vote intelligently for the 
men and women who put the welfare of the 
people and the welfare of their country 
first.

IlEVKMil'MBNT.^ 

This month the Inlernathnud Ofnee 
iieceived the fii^st issue of a new bi- 
monthly periodiciil published by the 
AFL-CIO Department of International 
.\ffairs* Titled the '‘International 
Affairs Uulletin” it will cariTi' news of 
labor action ties around the world. 
George T. Brown, Director of the 
Department of Intermitional .'Vffairs, 
declared in the *'Statement of Pur- 
pose“ that the Bu)b*tin is being pub- 
lished as one aspect of the AFt^ClD's 
efforts to insure that free trade 
unionists in America shall exercise 
their rights Jiml perform their duties 
in the twer-growing field of inlerna- 
tional relationships* 

"The Bulletin will be designed to 
acquaint the membership with the 
necessary facts cmiec! ruing the volume, 


structure and functions of existing 
oi^aniauiticins which now operate in 
world afTiiim," Biowai stated. 

A repm-t on Great Britain recently 
releas*Mi by the Bureau of Labor 
Statmtks indicates that automation 
has had its impact on British \%*ork- 
ers in more ways than one. The 
British Productivity Council repoit 
states that "output ahead" in Biilatn 
is the highest in Europe but is not 
yet high enough to meet increasing 
demands for consumer goods and new 
Investment. The increase in 195b was 
2*5 pei’ceni and is 80 percent higher 
than average pi'e-war years. 

On the other hand the British 
Motors Corpomtion, Britain's largest 
auto concern, was criticized by labor 
and government for dismissing fi,U0n 
workei-g on two days" notice without 
prior consultation. A poorly timed 
strike, due to vacation time and auto- 
pn»duction slack, failed to change the 
situatimK Besides automation, credit 
reslHctinns at home, and import re- 
strictions in Australia, New Zealand 
and other owrseas markels, weix? 
blamed for Llie layofTs. A shorter 
work week in the accessories Indus- 
tiy was anothei' reaction to the drop 
in demand for automotive products. 
Foi'tunately labor shortages in other 
Becloi'S of Britain's "full employment” 
economy have already absorbed most 
of the laid-off workers. However, 
many face a tough period of readjust- 
ment, Wc can learn a lesson from 
othci's" experiences. Trade union mem- 
hers should be alerted to the fact 
that the same thing cun happen here 
if wo are not prepared.

Furniture and equipment is stated at cost less proceeds of furniture 
and equipment sold and reserve for depreciation. 

No funds collected from contractors for the payment of pensions are 
included in this report, as such funds are controlled by trustees in accordance 
with the Employees* Benefit Agreement and are not includable in the accounts of 
the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers - 

This report is prepared on a cash basis and does not reflect prepaid 
or accrued items. 

We examined the method of recording receipts and made test-checks of 
various transactions. All disbursements were checked to supporting vouchers 
and to canceled checks signed by the secretary and the treasurer. 
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This report reflects the allocation of estimated clerical expenses of 
administration of the Pension Benefit Fund for the period January 1 to June 30, 
1956. Prior to January 1, 1956, these expenses were charged to the General Fund. 

In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and related statement 
of cash receipts and disbursements, prepared on a cash basis, subject to the 
foregoing comments, present fairly the financial condition of International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers as at June 30. 1956, and its cash transactions 
for the fiscal year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles consistently applied.

After months of 
waiting, several negotiatinn meetings, 
and finally a conciliation board, the 
members of this local agrei*d to ac- 
cept the report of the conciliation 
board which gives us immediately a 
IP cent raise and making the rate now 
$2,3(1 an hour with another 10 cent 
increase as of June I si lOaT making 
the ba.^ic rate then $2.4fi. 

ITie nevv agreement also provides 
for a Health anil Welfare Plan effec- 
tive as of January' 1st 1057. Under 
the contmet the empluye pays three 
cents and the employer five cents 
toward the cost of the plan. Bene- 
fits, which cover a worker even when 
he is not on the job, include: $2O00 
life insurance, |2fMlO accidental death 
coverage, weekly sick payment of 
\veekly hospiUil benefits of $1*J, in 
addition to ''Kr>spital extras” of $lo0 
and Other henefUs. 

The plan is said to he the first of 
Its kind negotiated in any ctmlract in 
the local construction trade field. Also 
under the new agreement, all ac- 
credited electrical apprentices attend- 
ing the Depiirtmenl of Ijabor Trade 
school in Toronto will he paid $10 per 
W€?ek by their employee r, this in addi- 
tion to the $iri paid them by the 0e* 
partment of Labor under the Appren- 
ticeship Act, All in all, nearly 30 
clauses havi? breii changed from the 
old agi'eement and we are of the opin- 
ion that most of these changes are to 
our benefit, Conslnictiim work in this 
area is now at Its peak and since the 
3fi-day strike of the plumbers and 
pipe-fitters has been settled, all our 
men are back at work. The hugi* job 
at the Canada Cement Plant at Inger- 
soil is now nearing completion, and 
it gave employment to some 45 or 50 
of our members. During the nbivve 
mentioneii strike, IhLs one job was a 
life-saver.

We keep a legislative representative 
in Wtushington, Bi other Howard 
Muni'o, (and from reports very able 
too)* working W'lth the stalT of the 
LO. and the legislative stafl" of the 
AFL-CIO trying to get favorable 
legislation pa.ssed. We hav'e had sev- 
<ii*al Congressional Committees dow-n 
for hearings and studies but it takes 
a long time for that body to act ami 
when it does in many cases it is 
too late. Within the last six yeni's 
income ta.x was imposed on the Canal 
Zone for Government employes only, 
with no compen.^ation for the loss in 
take-home pay. 

Bents have doubled and redouhlcil* 
food prices have risen by much 
higher percentage than in the States 
and in that same period our wages 
have been increased only about 59 
cents per hour. 

Presently there are less than 3809 
I'niled States Citizens as against ov^er 
11^909 aliens employed by the Panama 
Canal Company and Canal Zone Gov- 
ernment, It is apparently the policy 
of the Administration to replace 
United States citizens with alien la* 
bor. 

Hest assured, however, that wc shall

Attends Apprenticeship 
Conference in Biloxi 

h. r. r.05, MOBILE. ALA.— This 

writer had the privilege and pleasure 
of attending the Eighth Annual 
Southern States Apprenlieeship Con- 
ference that was held in Biloxi, 
Mississippi, July 5th, 5th and 7th. 
The conference included speakers and 
delegates from 10 participating 
Southern states. 

We were addressed by numerous 
distinguished speakers, among whom 
was the Assistant Secretai'y of Labor, 
It wu.s brought out that apprentice- 
ship tinted as far back as 22 B.C. 
King Solomon, according to Biblical 
history* used Ti),fKi<> apprentices in his 
work force to build his temple. 

As n result of the exchange of 
ideas that took place among partici- 
pants of the conference, numerous 
remedies for some of the difficulties 
of today's apprenticeship piugrams 
were brought out. A need exi.sts for 
changes in training methods for the 
future. An apprentice should be given 
all the necessurj’ leaching and Job 
training to become an all-around me- 
chanic. Jouineytnen should abandon 
the idea of "I got mine the hard 
way, let him do the same.'' 

The necessity of programs to tniin 
journeymen on new developments, new 
metluHls, new ideas, and new d<n‘ices 
that are growing out of the country's 
\‘ust pi'Ogi^m of automation was 
brought out. Out of a total work 
force of around 55 million, only about 
one-eighth of them are classified as 
skilled workers. A need for more 
skilled workei*s was stressed in order 
for us to keep abreast of the changing 
world of ideas and developments. 

The conference was divided into 
general sessions and panels of the 
particular crafts represented. Among 
the features of the panels was a pre- 
sentation by the Atlanta, Gefirgia

The 
demand for elect ricmns exceeds the 
supply, A new agjwmetit has been 
signed without the customary bicker- 
ing; wage increases have been ob- 
tained; a new panel of local ofTweis

Scranton Local 1886

the July meeting of Local 1886, offi- 
cers for the new term, July 1956 to 
July 1958 were installed. The officers 
are James A, Regan, president, Joseph 
Osborne, vice president, Phil Brady, 
business manager, John McGoIdrick, 
treasurer, Joseph Maloney, recording 
secretary, Joseph Mullen, financial 
seci'etary and Joseph Heinzman* 
sergeant at arms. All of the officers 
except vice president Osboime and 
financial secretaiy Mullen were re- 
elected for a second term, having 
sened the past two years in their 
respective offices. Osborne and Mul- 
len were just elected for a first time. 


On the Executive Board, Francis Mur- 
phy, John Regun, John Horan, Robert 
Fallon, and Frank Wahl were elected. 
It is the second term for Murphy and 
Regan, first for Hoiun, Fallon and 
WahL Murphy was ch,Airman of the 
Executive Boa i d for the past term 
and was reelected by the board to 
sen^e us its chairman for the coming 
two years. The officers weie sworn 
into their respective offices by Presi- 
dent Joseph Brazil of Local 81, sister

Local 1886 represents Fedeial 
Pacific Electric Company of 888 N. 
Keyset' Avenue, Scranton, Pennsyl- 
vania. In March of this year it signed 
its renewal of its initial contmet 
which was sigtKHl in March of 1954 
for a two-year term. The renewal is 
for a three-year term. Following is 
an editorial from the Scrnitton Timen 
of March 20, 1956, commending both 
the company and local on signing 
this contract. 

A tOMMENU ABLE EXAMPLE 

Management and tabor alike are 
dcsennng of community commenda- 
tion for the enlightened negotiations 
which culminated in the execution of 
a three- year contract between Fedend 
Pacific Electric Company and Local 
1886 of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers. 

Under the terms of the new agree- 
ment as detailed in The Tuacs- news 
columns, the company's nearly 309 
employes at its Keyser Valley plant 
are given an immediate wage increase 
of 8 cents an hour, with additional 
boosts of 6 cents each to be allowed 
on Maj-ch 15, 1957, and March 15, 
1958. In addition, the workei's re^ 
ceive fringe lu?nefits covering life 
insurance, a wage differential on the 
second shift and an additional holi- 
day each year, among othci's. The 
acceptance of these terms, with the 
absence of any annual wage reopen- 
ing clause in the agreement, guair- 
antc»iTS a three-year production period 
at the plant without any threat of a 
strike. 

The union, through its business 
manager, Philip F, Brady, has hailed 
the new contract as a ‘'gfw>d one-” 
The company, through E. A. Williams, 
general plant manager, saluted the 
three-year agreement as a confirma- 
tion of “our confidence in the people 
of the Lackaw'iinna V^alley.” He added 
that the company granted wage in- 
creases, even though its costs are 
too high to permit it to meet competi- 
tion pi^fitably, in order “to give our 
employes a personal interest in earn- 
ing pmfits which will provide addi- 
tional benefits in the yeai-s to come.” 

Against the current backdrop of 
regional strikes and threats of strikes, 
the successful conclusion of the Fed- 
eral Pacific negotiations indeed strikes 
a refreshing note.
